The heavyweight boxing hoot between Tiny DeBolt iiiid 
Freddie Welk which is scheduled for Wednesday February 22nd 
at the Smoker of the Sixteenth Naval Distrlet, iof>k« nw 
though it will be the best scrap the Cavite fans have had the 
pleasure of seeing. DeBolt, who is the heavyweight champion 
of the Orient, iM^ls no introduUion to Manila fight fans. 
Welk, who is stationed at Fort McKinley, is a new <5omer to. 
the Orient and promises to give Tiny the fight of his life. 

Although Welk has only been seen in action in one bout at 
Cavite, he has a record which apeak^ f^ir itself. The one scrap 
Freddie had in Cavite, he lost by a close decision to Sailor I^en- 
hart, who is the leading contender for light heavyweight honors 
in the eleminaticm bouts now being held by thfe District. Due 
to the fact that Welk fought Lenhart two weeks after coming 
out of the hospital, and without any training whatsoever^ this 
fight should not be judged as a fair example of his ability. 
Freddie fought Lenhart as a substitute for one of the Army 
scrappers who was injured on the eve of the fight. 

Welk, who is an ex-Marine of former days, boasts of a fine 
rec(n*d which attests to his ability. He started fighting five 
years ago on the West coast and has fotight his way to many 
victories. Of sixty -two fights in which h** has engaged, he has won 
no less than thirty of th*^m via the K. O route. Among the 
best men who he has knocked out are the name-i of such men, 
as Tomrnie Gardner, 2 rounds; fjarry Saunders, 4 rounds; 
Billy Smith, 1 round; Australia Jim Tracy, 6 rounds; Harry 
Pickett, I round; and sailor Tiny Bott. 4 rounds. He also 
holds decisions over Sailor Burke and Freddy Sullivan. He has 
fought two draws, one with Nick Yager, 10 nmnds and the 
others with Sailer Rollo, 6 rounds. During his five years fight- 
ing, Freddie has only dropped four decisions and has nevier 
been knocked out. 

When Welk steps in the ring next Wednesday, at Cavite, he 
will be in excellent condition. He is working out with two ex-
